The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That in all proceedings of a criminal na- eRr  g " ProP-1 
ture hereafter to be had or taken by way of complaint, roly be 

indictment or or otherwise, to arrest, examine, convict and  
punish any offender against the rights or property of car thereof"

CHAPTER 69. 

[Published Match 25, 1863.] 

AN ACT to authorize Si. Croix county to aid in the erection and 
construction of a bridge across Willow river. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented i n senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The board of supervisors of the county 
of St. Croix, tare hereby authorized and empowered to 
appropriate a sum not exceeding the sum of two thous-
and dollars, to aid in the erection and construction of a 
bridge across Willow river, at or near its mouth, at such 
point as such board of supervisors shall designate ; and 
the sum so appropriated shall be levied and collected in 
the same manner as other county taxes; and as a part 
of the county tax of said county ; and it shall not be 
necessary to collect the same as a separate tax, carried 
out in a separate column, but may be collected as a 
part of the county tax as aforesaid. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
